It was understood early that the 


protocol would not bo signed prior fr 
the cabinet meeting this afternoon, 
but the signatures will certainly be 
affixed today.

protocol, 'it haj all the 
force of a 


treaty, as far as Cuba, Porto Eico 
and the Ladrone islands are con- 
cerned. Not even the peace commis- 
sioners who will meet at Paris, can 
change the terms affecting 
these 


islands. Tiie open questions refer to 
the future government of the Philip 
pine islands and the Cuban debts, al- 
though it is certain the United States 
will not assume the debt. 


The French embassy was the cen- 


ter of interest this morning, the 
message from Spain authorizing M. 
Cambon to sign the protocal being 
hourly expected. -At 10:30 it was 
stated that the authorization had not 
been received but that word had 
come that it was on the way. 


The formal authorization to sign 


the preliminary papers was received 
at the French embassy at 12:30. The 
deciphering of. I. the message will take 
some time. 


It was stated at one o'clock that 


no hour had yet been set for affixing 
tlie signatures to the protocol. 


|At half-past 2 o'clock the secretary 


of Ambassador Cambon called at the 
state department to arrange for a

tached before four or live o'clock. 


Immediately after the preliminaries 


have been signed, the '.President will 
proclaim an armistice and appoint 
peace commissoners who will meet 
at Paris.

He said the teacher should

powei of your will. 
A boy may 


alter his mind as he grows older, but 
never his will. 
Teach 
obedience 


through love. The natural tendency 
of nature and art is to obey. Man 
only departs from the 
path and 


mutinies. It lies within the power of 
the 
teacher to make misery; less. 


Pupils should be taught to respect 
the.teacher and the members of the 
ichool board. But some one may say, 
there are members of the board who 
are not worthy of respect. 
As men 


this may be true, but the official 
capacity 
should be respected. 
A 


man may be in the dry goods husi- 
nes's and a member of 'the board and 
personally be not worthy of respect. 
On the other hand, a man may oe a 
saloon-keeper in a disreputable busi- 
ness, yet be a man whose personal in- 
tegrity must be respected. 
Many 


good and honorable men engage in 
the liquor traffic, 
while there are 


many disreputable men who are pro- 
fessional teachers. A man's business 
is no criterion of his integrity. 
A 


good teacher must be wide awake. 
A lazy teacher will never succeed and 
ought not to be in the school-room. 
Speaking of corporal punishment, the 
speaker said it should be indulged in 
very sparingly. If it must be done, 
do it outside of school hours. 
To 


punish by this method in the pres- 
ence of the school is demoralizing to 
the school. If you haven't time to 
do it after school, let it go undone. 


Will H. Wallace of Columbus, Ohio, 


formerly one of the leading teachers 
of this county, was present and was 
called on to address the Institute. 
Although 
he has been out of 
the 


school work for several years it was 
soon apparent that he had lost none 
of his old-time oratorical powers, as 
he at one time held the reputation of 
being the best young orator in the 
county.

EVENING SESSION. 


A large audience greeted Prof. Van 


Cleve last evening at the-High school 
building to hear him on the subject 
of "American Dialect Writers." 


The writing of dialect," said tlie 


speaker, "does not mean bad spelling. 
A true dialect is much more Mian 
that. To be. a successful dialect 
writer one must have a thorough 
knowledge of the people. What I 
may reproduce this evening has the 
flavor of American soil. There are 
many dialects that are American— 
the colored man and what was form- 
erly known as 'the poor white trash' 
of the South, the Now England Yan- 
kee, the Iloosier and the Westerner." 
The speaker then gave a few selec- 
tions from the pen of Bret Harte, 
James \Vhitccmb Riley, John Fox, 
Jr.,"and Harris. The negro dialect, 
especially of the Southern or Georgia 
negro, is very hard to reproduce and 
at the same time give it that rich, 
humorous cast that makes it scat- 
tractive. 
The same may , be said of 


the poor white people of the South* 
Prof. Van Cleve gave an interesting 
reproduction of these characters, but 
the work seemed to be overdrawn. 
There was a lack of smoothness, or 
something, that robbed it of the 
natural: seemingly more an exhibi- 
ion of drilled Northern stage work 
ban of the negro in the cotton-fields 
f the South." The "Knee Deep in 
une." by James Whitcomb Eiley, 
vas well rendered. 


At the close a reception was held 


or an hour or more to give the coun- 
ry teachers an opportunity to te- 
ome acquainted with each other In

No 
reater recommendation can be given 


any teachers than the fact that they 
ire true Christians. There can be 
nothing loftier than to be a follower 
of Christ.

than one hundred and fifty teachers 
were registered.

AKBSIOANJDEMANDS UNCHANGED 


Information From Madrid Says the ta«t 


Act of the Great Tragedy, In Which 


Uncle Sam Has Proved to the World 


That He Is Something of a "Great 


Fow.r" Himself, Will be Flayed In 


Farla, and Will Be of a Milder Nature 
Thtn Those Which Have Taken Place 


In the Philippine Islands, In Cuba and

Madrid, Aug. 12.—The cabi- 


net has received and approved 
the American protocol and the 
government has wired M. Cam- 
bon empowering him to sign 
the preliminaries of peace. 


Thursday was diplomatically one o£ 


the busiest days since the outbreak of 
the war. There was 
no fewer 
than 


three cabinet councils 
in addition to 


various diplomatic conferences. 


Though the text of the protocol was 


not received until the evening was well 
advanced, the government 
had 
been 


made fully acquainted with

tents through Paris.

at the cabinet meeting in the after- 
noon, and the receipt

document, therefore, only required a 
meeting of the cabinet for a formal ac- 
ceptance. 


Ministers adhere to the 
statement 


that the protocol contains no modifica- 
tion of the original terms,

new suggestions. They expect it will 
be signed at once and that a suspen- 
sion of hostilities will be announced. 


Duke Almodovar de Rio, minister of 


foreign affairs, says the negotiations 
for the peace treaty will take place in 
Paris, but he says the commissioners 
have not yet been appointed.

The short reply from Washington to 


the last Spanish note must be regard- 
ed as merely a forerunner of a moru 
detailed communication that may be 
expected in the course of the next few 
days. 


It says the president will take into 


consiueraiion all the points raised in 
the last Spanish note and will embody 
the conditions as a whole in a formal 
document, the text of which will be 
telegraphed to Madrid for acceptance 
with the least delay possible.

As a matter of fact General Miles ia 


pressing forward with the greatest en- 
ergy and Merritt undoubtedly is pursu- 
.ng his campaign in Luzon. It is stat- 
ed positively that he is under no re- 
straining order from the war depart- 
ment, hut that it is left entirely to his 
own discretion when and how to at- 
tack Manilla. 


Monitorfl to He Used. 


Inasmuch as it has been 
reported 


from Cavite that he was simply await- 
ing the arrival there of the double tur- 
retted monitor Monadnock, it is pre- 
sumed this attack will soon follow if it 
has not bee" made already, for accord- 
ing to the calculation of the navy de- 
partment the Monadnock is about due 
now at Cavite. 


While not quite clear as to General 


Merritt's purpose ia deferring his at- 
tack until the vessel arrives, it is the

The conclusion has been reached by 


Secretary A.ger to refer these matters 
to a military commission and Adjutant 
General Corbin is now looking up 
precedents for the guidance o! such a 
commission. 


Possibly this commission would meet 


the question raised by the naval war 
board as to the propriety of holding 
Morro Castle as 
a pledge . until 
the 


formal signature of a treaty of peace. 


The 
ordnance department of the 


army has succeeded at last in securing 
a smokeless powder adapted for use i i 
the Springfield rifle, with which nearly 
all the vclur^eer troops are armed. The, 
powder used with the small bore re- 
peating riflr^; was too powerful and a 
special powder had to be procured. 


This is now coming in 
from 
the 


manufacturers and being turned into 
fixed ammunition in such quantities as 
to warrant 'he belief that even should 
the war continue our soldiers would 
not be again exposed to the danger en- 
countered at the battle of El Caney, 
through the betrayal of their presence 
by the blinding smoke of the Spring- 
fields.
